The Italian Geographical Societv is

In a cablegram received by Mr. Peary 
last night from Marquis Campbell, 
president of the society, the latter 
says:

ciety awarded you Kmg Humbert 
medal on account of your long suc- 
cessful attempts to reach the North 
Pole, iUver medal Captain 
Please wire if accept Invitation tec 
Borne, May, after London." 
Commander Peary promptly replied 
that he was highly honored and that 
he accepted the medal. He -withheld 
his acceptance of the invitation 
to 
speak in Rome, however, for he is in 
a measure now subject to the orders 
of the navy department 
Secretary Meyer, on whom the of- 
ficer called today, announced that if It 
was decided to have Commander Peary 
head the expedition that will lay claim 
to Wilkesland on behalf of the United 
States. President Taft probably may 
a«k congress to provide 
sufficient 


funds for the carrying out of the ex- 
pedition. 


Wilkesland lies far down in the ant- 
arctic and was discovered early in the 
nineteenth century by Charles Wilkes, 
an American naval officer. It has nev- 
er been considered of enough commer- 
cial or strategic importance to war- 
rant its attachment by this govern 
roent and for like reasons no other 
country has cast covetous eyes upon 
it. in view of the interest now attach 
ing to the search for the South Pole, it 
suddenly has l»ecoine of importance. 
Neither Secretary Meyer nor Com 


mander Peary would divulge the na 
ttire of their conference, which occu- 
pied more than an hour. It In not im 
prolwble that the secretary explained 
to bin caller the reason* for the defeat 
in cr»ngrp«« of the attempt/to have 
the explorer retired with rank and 
nay of a rear admiral.
